WASHINGTON BUREAU OF THE 
TIMES, Feb. 24.—“Nobody here 
knows how: long the war will last, 
whether it be an official or a plain 
government clerk. Your guess is as 
good as mine.” 

This statement was made by a 
high ranking military expert when 
his attention was called to the decla- 
ration of Gov. Brough of Arkunsas 
in a speech in Chicago yesterday, 
that government officials told him 
the war would last three years. 

“When Lord Northcliffe first came 
here, he estimated it would take 
seven years to signally defeat the 


‘Germans,”’ continued the expert. 


“I have seen estimates of two, 
three, four and five years. All of 
them are mere guesses. Nobody can 


pcasibly know the answer to the 
question, how long will it take to 


defeat the enemy? In the first place 


a good deal depends ion how thor- 

oughly the enemy must be defeated. 
“Every time a man makes a state- 
ment about the duration of the war, 
mark it down for the merest guess. 
It is not true that We are making 
any definite plans for war on a three 
years basis. the war is to be won 
by force of arms we are in it for an 
indefinite period. We are getting 
numerous ordnance and arms piants, 
powder man and other 
munitiong concerns into operation. 
They will be on the job for as many 
years as their output is yequired, 
whether it be one, ten, or a dred. 
“Many officers have expressed the 
conviction that the peoples of the 
Central Powers wil, not stand ‘for 
the war going through another win- 
ter. This also is a mere guess. No- 
hedy knows and nobody can pvs- 
sibly know. First we hear one thing 
and then another as to the political 
and economic situation ins Germany 
and other Central European coun- 
tries. That the hardships inflicted 
upon the people have been heart- 
rending, there can be no doubt. But

WITH CAPITAL 


Representatives of Each to 
Meet in Conference. 


lations During War. 
Foundation for National 
Policy is Sought. 
(BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE.) 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 24.—Five 
representatives each of capital and 
labor will meet here tomorrow at 
the call of the ‘government to lay 
down a basis of relations between 
capital and labor during the war. 
©ut of their conferences, govern- 
ment officials: hope will grow’ the 
foundation of a national labor pol- 
icy. 

The representatives were named 
by the national industrial confer- 
ence board, representing employers, 
and the American Federation of La- 
bor, representing employees, at the 
Stiggestion of Secretary of Labor 
Wilson, who has been directed by 
President Wilson to formulate a la- 
bor programme for the war. 

The representatives of employees 
are Loyall A. Osborne, New York, 
vice-president of the Westinghouse 
Electric and Manufacturing Com- 
pany; Charlies F. Brocker, Ansonia, 
'Ct.. president. of the American 
Brass Company: W. H. Vandervoort, 
East Moline, Ill, president of the 
Root and Vandervoort Engineering 
Company; lL. F. Loree, New York, 


president the Delaware and Hud- 
son, and C. Edwin Michael, Roa- 


Bridge and Iron Company. 
LABOR MEN. 


Representatives of labor are: 
Frank J. Hayes, Indianapolis, presi-

The ten men will name two others 
to represent in the conferences the 
genera] public. 

The conferences will begin, offi- 
cials declare, with the essential 
points of difference few in number, 
The first aim in getting the two 
sides ‘together is to reach an ar- 
rangement that will do away with 
strikes and lockouts, and make pos- 
sible a government pro- 
gramme which will operate so that 
it will become n neither for 
the government to e® control of 
war industries,’ nor commandeer 
labor for war productions. If an 
entire agreement is not reached, of- 
ficials say both these steps are with- 
In the range of possibilities. 


OTHER SUBJECTS, 


Besides etrikes, other important 
subjects to be dealt with include 
bases for wage determination, price 
fixing and piece work prices, elimina- 
tion of restriction on output and 
measures to prevent the cutting of 
plece rate pay; practices to govern 
dilutio of labor, . discrimination 
against union or nonunion labor, ad- 
mission of union agents to plants, 
methods of adjusting disputes, 
rights of workers to organize. 

The subject of strikes is regard- 
ed as perhaps the most important 
to come before the conference. The 
government is hopeful that disturb- 
ances may be prevented before they 
take place and are searching for a 
means of doing away with their 
causes. Strikes called since the war 
began have been a large factor in 
slowing up production of war ma- 
terials and Department of Labor -e- 
ports show they have been more 
numerous since the war began than 
at any other period in the country’s 
history.

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DEATH CLAIMS 


HARDY PIONEER. 


Had been Eighty-five Years a 


Baptist; Long Here. 


Was Instrumental in Founding 


Scores of Churches. 


Cast First Vote for Fremont; 
Last was for Hughes. 


Eighty-five years a Baptist, and 


for twenty-one years a resident of 


Southern California, Thomas Shim- 
min, aged 94 years, died at 8:30 
o'clock a.m., yesterday, at his home, 
No. 309 Oak Lawn avenue, South 
Pasadena. He was one of the 


founders of Temple Baptist Church 
of this city. The body is at Pierce 


Brothers’ undertaking parlors. No 


arrangements for the funeral have 
yet been made. 


Mr. Shimmin was a native of the 
Isle of Man. In 1849 he made the 


ocean voyage from Liverpool to 
New York by sailing vessel in six 


weeks. When he arrived in Man- 


hattan the California gold rush 
was at its height. He, however, 
did not become a 49’er, as he ex- 
pected his fiancee, Miss Emma 
Spencer, an English girl, to arrive 
within six months. 


Nevertheléss, he did go to St. 


Louis, making the journey by boat, 
via the Hudson River, Erie Canal, 
Great Lakes, Chicago River and the 
Mississippi. It was while he was 
en route to the Missouri metropolis 
that he saw Buffalo in its infancy. 
His first recollection of St. Louls 
was as a town so infested with 
wharf rats that they scurried down 
the streets in front of passers-by.

Spencer in St. Louls. She had been 
brought by the historic packet 
boat Excelsior, on which Mark 
Twain was at one time pilot. The 
couple resided in St. Louis two 
years; and while there helped to 
organize the Third Baptist Church 
of that city, Mr. Shimmin having 
become a Baptist when 9 years old. 
Of the forty charter members of 
this institution, which now has sev- 
eral hundred members, Mr. Shim- 
min was the last to die. 


Mr. and Mrs. Shimmin also were 


instrumental in founding the First 
Baptist Church of La Crosse, Wis. 
When Mrs. Shimmin died, four 
years ago, she left her husband the 
only living founder of this church. 


Mr. Shimmin’s first ballot was 


cast for Fremont at St, Louis, nor 
was it through any fault of his that 
Charies E. Hughes was defeated at 
the last Presidential election. Mr. 
Shimmin had voted for fifteen con- 
secutive Republican Presidential 
candidates during his lifetime. 


Having e te Cairo, Ill, from 


St. Louls, . Shimmin became the 
chief constructor for the fovern- 
ment in the erection of the im- 
mense buildings that were the prin- 
cipal headquarters of the Union 
troops during the Civil War. 


From Cairo Mr. Shimmin went to 


Minnesota, where the pioneer 
cleared 160 acres near the present 
site of the Mayo Brothers’ hospital 
at Rochester. Shortly after he had 
built himself a home, he was driv- 
en away from it for a time by the 
Ulm Indian massacre, which took 
place some twenty miles away. : 


During the 80's, Mr. Shimmin was 


chief private car builder for the 
Soo and the Chicago and Milwau- 
kee railways. In 1896 he retired 
from active business and began a 
twenty-one year residence in Cal- 
ifornia. 


It was said of Mr. Shimmin that 
hé& was instrumental in founding 


scores of churches. 


Mr. Shimmin leaves two sons, 


Frank LL. Shimmin of San Fernan- 
do and G. 8S. Shimmin, secretary of 
the Troy Laundry of South Pasa- 
dena, also a grandson, Howard 


Shimmin, now a private in the 


Coast Artillery, stationed at Fort

. TO BEGIN THIS WEEK. 


Circiilars will be Placed in Every City 


Home— Women will Help. 


HE present week will witness 

the inauguration of the big 

drive in behalf of the income 
tax collection. In addition to the 
enlistment of the services of every 
patriotic man, the loyal wives, 
sweethearts and mothers of Los 
Angeles will put their shoulder to 
the wheel. 

On Thursday there will be a 
meeting at the Mason Operahouse 
of women of Los Angeles, who will 
be addressed by Mrs. J. T. Ander- 
son, chairman of the women's com- 
mittee of the City Council of De- 
fense, and Collector of Internal 
Revenue Carter. Arrangements 
will be made at the meeting for a 
house-to-house canvass to assist in 
the income tax collection pro- 
gramme, 

It is believed there are thousands 


| of persons in the city who have no 


idea that they are amenable to the 
payment of this tax, and who will 
respond with alacrity when once 


their responsibility is made known 
to them. For this reason, a cam- 


‘paign of education is proposed, and 


2400 women, or three to every vot- 


‘ing precinct in the municipality, 


will make the people quaint 
with the situation. 


TO DISTRIBUTE CIRCULARS. 

Collector Carter has had printed 
for general distribution 250,000 
copies of a circular entitled, “Your 
Income Tax Payable to the United 
States Government,” which con- 
tains all necessary information as 
to those Hable to the tax. These 
— be placed in every home in the 
city. 

It is estimated by Collector Carter 
that between 85,000 and 90,000 per- 
sons will be Hable to the income tax 
in the local internal revenue dis- 
trict. This district fs counted on 
to furnish about $13,000,000 of 
the grand total received from the 
payment of the thx, and thousands 
of persons who were not liable un- 


der the law of September 16, 1916, 
must now pay. 

There are two income tax laws, 
the one of 1916 and the law of Oc- 
tober 3, 1917. The first enactment 
provides for the exemption from 
taxation on $3000 In the case of a 
Single man, and $4000 in the case 
of a married man. The later law 
exempts from taxation only $1000 
in case of a single man, and $2000 
for a married man living with his 
wife. A widower or a widow is in 
the same class as a single person, 
except that he or she is entitled to 
additional exemption of $200 for 


each dependent child. 


The penalty for neglecting to make 
an income tax return is from $20 
to $1000, in addition to a 50 per 
cent. Increase in tax. Ignorance of 
the law, or even absence or sickness, 


is no excuse. 
EXCESS PROFITS LAW. 


The excess profits law provides 
that in cases where it seems impos- 
sible to determine deductions in 
the ordinary way, because of a busi- 
ness not having existed in pre-war 
years, or because of exceptional 
conditions, the business of repre- 
sentative firms is to be taken as a 


basis for figuring deductions. 


The 8 per cent. tax on profits 
over $6000 for taxpayers having 
only a nominal capital is held to 
apply to professional men and to 
trades or businesses rendering pro- 
fessional services. If a corpora- 
tion is engaged in two kinds of 
business, one being professional and 
requiring no capital, the regulations 
provide that its entire income is to 
be considered as of its principal 


business. 


If an individual is engaged in 
two businesses, one taking no capi- 
tal and one with capital, income 
from each is to be taxed separate- 


ly. For instance, a physician own- 
ing a hospital would be taxed at & 


per cent. on his professional incom 
above $6000, and in addition, a 
capital Invested in the hospital at 


other rates.

Col. Alexander Edward Mur- 


Must Realize We're Fighting | 
for Life, He Says. : 


“Russia is out of the fight. We 
would have beaten Germany by now, 
but for the collapse of Russia!” 

This was the first statement made 
last night by Alexander Bdward 
Murray, the eighth Baril of Dun- 
more, upon his arrivel here for 4. 
week of public addresses. He is inl] 
this country after a strenuous term ' 
of military service on the westerm : 
front. He holds the rank of colonel 
in the British army, and has been 
wounded five times since the war 

He motored up from Core- 
nado last night and had a strenueus 
trip of .it, being marooned in the 
rain along the wayside for several 
hours. 

“Russia is no longer a factor in 
the war,” the Earl emphatically as- 
serts. “She has betrayel herself by 
believing the democratic speeches 
that have been made for her bene- 
fit. There is no democracy in Ger- 
many that will help anybody. ° 

“If the Russians had done as they 
should have done the war would be 
at an end, but all our high hopes for 
Russia, along democratic lines have 
fallen to the ground, owing to the 
Socialistic tendency of the people of 

ussia and their imahility to faes 

e facts as they really are.

The Athenians suppressed the 
function of intelligent fear till it was too 
late. When the Persians surrounded the 
Grecian fleet in the Bay of Salamis Themis- 
tocles tried to get the Greek council to see 
the danger, but the news was discredited. 
When envoys brought the news to Rome 
that 70,000 Gauls were marching upon them 
the self-confident Romans made no special 
preparations to meet the enemy. But on 
the eighteenth day of July, 390 B.C., Rome’s 
army was crushed by those despised Gauls. 
The ancient Jews were incredulous of dan- 
ger till their commonwealth was wiped out 
of existence by an oppressive monarchy. 
The Greeks did not believe their republics, 
could be overthrown. The Carthaginians 
reaching out with commercial triumph in 
every direction could not be persuaded that 
their splendid metropolis would be known 
to posterity only by the historic record of 
her ruin. The pride of Rome made her in- 
credulous of her.overthrow. The same was 
true of Genoa, Venice and of the Dutch 
and French republics. And look at bleed- 
ing, retching, stinking, piteous Russia today.

SMALL AND VERY ENTHUSI- 
ASTIC AUDIENCE LISTENS. 
By Jeanne Redman. 

The Cherniavsky Trio has the dis- 
tinction of bringing together the 
smallest audiences to the largest 
enthusiasm of any musical organ- 
ization which visits this Coast. Last 
Saturday afternoon they played at 
Trin Auditorium, and before the 
first mber was over, the audience 


@isplayed the usual frantic delight 


which seizes it upon hearing these 
Russian youths. Indeed, after the 
first movement of the Arensky Trio 
in D Minor, they stood three times 
to the applause before being allowed 
to continue. 


Musically, speaking, the Arensky 
number is neither profound nor in- 
spired; it fs charming, however, and 
light, and the sort of thing which 
the Cherniavsekys do to perfection.
